The Governor expressed 
himself as well pleased with the work of 
the geological survey in DuPage, which 
promises to reveal some valuable deposits 
especially in the line of clays.

INDIANS WE R E GIANTS. 


E v i d e n c e 
T h a t 
B e a r s 
O n t 
C a p t a i n 
J o h n S m i t h ’s S t o r y . 
G igantic skeletons of prehistoric In ­ 
d ians nearly eight feet tall hav e been 
discovered along the b anks of 
the 
C hoptank river, in this State, by em ­ 
ployes of the M aryland A cadem y of 
Science. 
The rem ains are at the ac a d ­ 
em y ’s building on 
F ra n k lin 
street, 
w here they are tieing articulated and 
restored by the acad em y expert, Joh n 
W idgeon, colored. 
T he collection com prises eight skel­ 
etons, of which som e are w om en a n d 
children. 
They a re not all complete, 
but all the larger bones have been 
found, and th ere is a t least one com ­ 
plete specim en of an adu lt m an. 
T he 
excavations 
w ere 
in 
progress 
for 
months, an d the discovery is consid­ 
ered one of the m ost im portant, from 
the standpoint 
of 
anthropology, 
in 
M aryland for a n u m b er of years. 
T he 
rem ains are believed to be a t least 
1,000 y ears old. 
T he form ation of the 
ground al*ove an d the location of the 
g raves gives every evidence of this. 
D uring the excavations the rem ains of 
the cam ps of later In d ia n s w ere re­ 
vealed. These consisted of oyster shell 
heaps, ch arred and burned earth and 
frag m en ts of rooking utensils. 
These 
discoveries w ere m ade frilly ten feet 
above the g rav es which contained the 
gigantic skeletons. 
T here hav e been other discoveries 
in M arylan d of rem ains of m en of tre ­ 
m endous stature. 
A skeleton w as dis­ 
covered a t Ocean City several years 
ago w hich m easured a fraction over 
seven feet six inches. 
T his skeleton 
w as 
interred 
in a regular burying 
mound, and beads manufactured by 
w hite men were found upon it. 
The 
dead Ind ian w as probably one of the 
tribes mentioned by Capt. John Smith, 
who, Iii July, 100S, made a voyage of 
exploration of the Chesapeake bay. 
At a point on the Choptank where 
die remains 
were found 
there are 
steep shelving cliffs of 
sand 
and 
gravel that extend to the water’s edge. 
Beneath the bank is a layer of marl. 
The graves are in the sand a few feet 
above the hard marl, and have depos­ 
its of between twenty and thirty feet 
of sand and gravel aliove them. 
A pe­ 
culiar feature of the discovery Is tho 
ehaarred state of the lames of the 
women and children. 
Those of the 
men are untouched by fire. This seems 
to Indicate that the ancient Indians 
cremated the bodies of all except their 
warriors.

THREE BLOWN TO BITS 


G R E A T EXPLOSION IN H E A R T OF 
N EW YO RK. 


IP orfettfa D ynam ite 
Blast In 
Ex­ 
cavation 
Opposite

Three men were blown to pieces and 
seven others were seriously hurt aud the 
occupants of fashionable hotels and resi­ 
dences in the vicinity of Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-fourth street. 
New 
York, 
were startled Tuesday by an explosion 
of dynamite in an excavation for the 
new' Altman building. 
The 
explosion 
was caused by a workman in uninten­ 
tionally striking a heavy charge of dyna­ 
mite which had been placed in a drill 
hole in a ledge of rock several days ago 
and which had defied attempts to ex­ 
plode it at that time. There were eighty 
men in the excavation at the time, but 
only a few' were near the loaded hole 
when the steel drill plunged into the 
sticks of dynamite. There was a terrific 
roar and the air was filled with particles 
of stone, fragments of human flesh and 
pieces of timber and dirt. 
Scarcely a 
trace was found in the excavation of 
three men who had stood almost direct­ 
ly over the hole, and when the smoke 
cleared away seven others who had been 
within range of the 
concussion 
were 
stretched out on the ground, their faces 
and bodies torn and scarred. 
Jacob 
Metzger, superintendent for Post & Mc­ 
Cord, contractors, and Frank Anderson, 
superintendent for the O’Rourke Con­ 
struction Company, were arrested on a 
charge of criminal negligence.

RUSS BARBARITIES TO LD . 


R evolting Tales 
o f 
A trocities 
em 
Teutonic Landlords. 
Frightful stories are coming from the 
Interior of Courland Province. Russia, 
where desperate fighting has occurred 
between the troops and insurgents. Re­ 
volting tales are told of the barbarities 
practiced on the German landlords, who 
are more detested by the Ivetta than 
are the Russians. In a fight near Tukum 
fourteen dragoons were killed and six­ 
teen wounded. 
It is estimated that the 
insurgents lost .'IOO men killed. A squad­ 
ron of cavalry was ambushed and badly 
cut up near Grossantz aud limped into 
Mitau with its wounded. 
Despite the statement in St. Peters­ 
burg that two army corps are being sent 
to the Baith* provinces it is learned that 
no such number of troops is available. 
The government has sent two regiments 
from St. Petersburg in reply to the fran­ 
tic appeals for re-enforcements, but it 
is considered too dangerous to deplete 
the garrison of the capital any further 
during the present crisis aud the gov­ 
ernment can only await the arrival of 
Cossacks and other troops, which are 
being hurried forward 
by 
Gen. Line- 
viteh from Manchuria. 
Meanwhile, the 
government’s fear is that the rebellion 
which is extending southward to the 
Polish frontier may arouse the Poles to 
an armed uprising. 
Reliable details regarding the estab­ 
lishment of the so-called Republic of 
Kharkov have arrived. 
The workmen’s 
socialistic organizations, joined by 300 
troops, took possession of the city and 
with the aid of militia armed with pikes, 
revolvers and axes established a govern­ 
ment or “federated council.’* as the ex­ 
ecutive committee was called. 
This 
council issued decrees which the authori­ 
ties were unable to resist. 
The council turned off the electricity 
from houses on the ground that it only 
benefited the rich, while allowing it to 
burn in the streets, where it benefited 
the people, and declared war on the 
thieves, who had been terrorizing the 
city. 
When a robber was captured he 
was placed under a triphammer with the 
threat that it would be dropped unless 
he revealed the whereabouts 
of 
the 
booty. 
This usually was effective in 
each case and the recovered plunder 
was returned to its owners. Two notori­ 
ous robbers were hanged in the public 
square. 
The cable companies in New York re­ 
ceived notice Tuesday that telegraphic 
communication with St. Petersburg had 
again been severed.

eral years, and later was chief clerk in 
the north town office. 
In 1894 he was 
elected north town clerk on the Repub­ 
lican ticket, and in the fall of that year 
he was elected to the State Legislature 
from the Twenty-first Senatorial Dis­ 
trict. 
He served in the Thirty-ninth 
General Assembly, and in 1890 was re­ 
elected to the House and served in the 
Fortieth General Assembly. 
In 1898 he 
was elected to the State Senate from 
the same district, and served as Senator 
in tile Forty fir-t aud Forty-second Gen­ 
eral Assemblies., 
Iii 1902 he was nominated for State 
Treasurer by the Republican State con­ 
vention, and served until Jan. I. 1905. 
Mr. Russe has l>een considered as one of 
the Republican leaders in Gook county. 
He is now engaged in the coal business. 


Sir William Watson has beer. appoint­ 
ed chairman of the Cunard Steamship 
Company, vice Lord Iverelyde. 
Krantz, the Czar of Russia’s chef, is 
by tradition and position a gentleman, 
and has the right of wearing a sword.

Lord Uadstock, although a peer of the 
realm, is not a lord of parliament.

is an Irish peer, the title having been 
conferred on his grandfather, a distin­ 
guished admiral, who won a natal vic­ 
tory off the coast of Lagos in 1797. 
The German Emperor recently receiv­ 
ed a peculiar present, consisting of a 
pair of scissors valued at $509. 
It took 
the engraver five years to engrave the 
emperor’s portrait aud a number of his­ 
torical buildings on the shears. 
King Leopold of Belgium is said to be 
the most frugal of m onarchs. 
He rises 
at ti and works until 9 o’clock ;u the 
evening, when he eats a little bread with 
marmalade, perhaps an apple, anti drinks 
a cup of tea.

The recent ex­ 
posures of graft and fraud in

The Russo-Japanese war, after 
a

one of the greatest naval contests of 
all 
history, 
has been brought to a

and largely, we believe, by 
American influence. 
The completion of the great Simplon 
tunnel was the accomplishment of an­ 
other great engineering feat, and the 
Lewis and Clark Exposition in Port­ 
land, Ore., presented to the world a 
record of achievement in all lines.

Liquidation of the Chicago .National 
Bank, the Home Savings Bank, and 
the Equitable Trust Company, all of 
Chicago, 
was 
announced 
at 
3:30 
o’clock Monday morning by represent­ 
atives of the Chicago Clearing House 
Association, after a 
session 
lasting 
eighteen 
hours. 
James 
B. Forgan, 
President of the First National Bank, 
as head of the clearing house commit­ 
tee of the Chicago Associated banks, 
gave forth the statement. 
The assets 
of these Institutions, it was asserted, 
were involved in coal and 
railway 
properties of John IL Walsh, Presi­ 
dent of the Chicago National Bank. 
The statem ent was issued in the office 
of the First National Bank. * It is as 
follows: 
“The citizens of Chicago will un­ 
doubtedly be surprised to learn that 
the Chicago National Bank, tile Home 
Savings 
Bank, 
and the 
Equitable 
Trust Company, which have beep con­ 
trolled, managed, 
and 
officered 
by 
John It. Walsh and 
his 
associates 
have concluded to wind up their af­ 
fairs and quit business in the city of 
Chicago, but they will be gratified to 
learn that after a thorough and care­ 
ful examination of their affairs by the 
Chicago Clearing House banks that 
all of the depositors of these institu­ 
tions will be paud in full upon 
de­ 
mand, the Chicago 
clearing 
house 
banks having pledged themselves to 
this result, thus putting all 
the 
re­ 
sources of the Chicago banks behind 
the depositors of these three institu­ 
tions. 
The difficulty with the institu­ 
tions has been th at their Investments 
have been made in assets connected 
with the railway and coal enterprises 
of John It. Walsh. These assets were 
not immediately available to meet de­ 
posits in full.” 
The meeting of the Chicago Clearing 
House Association began at noon Sun­ 
day, 
Notices were sent members of the 
board by Mr. Forgan after the condition 
of tile banks and the trust company had 
been learned. 
Clerks were notified and 
fifty or more with their stenographers 
hurried to the First National bauk. 
Be­ 
hind closed doors tile Clearing House 
Association began its work of finding a 
way that might enable them to ride the 
financial sea in safety. 
That a panic would be likely to fol­ 
low was tile first thought of the com­ 
mittee. 
Resolutions were adopted and 
heads of other banks pledged themselves 
to give assistance. 
The amount involv­ 
ed in the failure would not be discussed 
by the committee members. 
In addition to the formal statement 
of the failure, the following announce­ 
ment was made, signed by the clearing 
house committee of the Chicago assoc­ 
iated banks: 
“To the Public: Depositors of the Chi­ 
cago National bank, the Home Savings 
bank, and the Equitable Trust Company 
are respectfully advised that their de­ 
posits will be paid in full upon demaud.’ 
Syndicate T a k e s C o n tr o l. 
A syndicate was formed during the 
day to take over the business of the 
three embarrassed financial institutions. 
As the first step all the old directors of 
the Chicago National bank retired, Mr. 
Walsh resigning as president, and a 
complete reorganization was 
effected. 
The bank will be conducted by National 
Bank Examiner C. IL Bosworth, who 
was elected president in place of Mr. 
Walsh. 
Under the direction of the fed­ 
eral official the three concerns will go 
into liquidation as soon as possible, after 
which their business will be distributed 
among the banks making up tile syndi­ 
cate. 
Revelations were made of opera­ 
tions in connection with the bonds of the 
Southern Indiana railroad, Mr. Walsh’s 
pet enterprise. 
These operations, it is 
said, led directly to the smash. 
Twenty-six millions of dollars in de* 
posits of public funds and private ac­ 
counts are involved in the crash, which, 
through the prompt action of the con­ 
servative banking interests of Chicago, 
claims for its victims only Mr. Walsh, 
multi-millionaire financier and railroad 
magnate, and his immediate associates 
in business. 


G r e a t e s t F a i l u r e o n Record. 
Not in all the financial history of this 
financial country was there ever such a 
trouble—one involving so much money 
and that has emerged with so little dis 
aster to the community at large. There 
never was a bank that quit before hav­ 
ing such 
colossal 
deposits, the three 
Walsh concerns 
carrying 
upwards of 
$26,000,(XX). Nearly $6,000,000 was paid 
out to the frantic depositors on the day 
of the collapse. 
That Chicago escaped 
a panic; that the financial revolutions 
which took place in a day did not shake 
and shock every center of commerce on 
the globe was due to the heroic efforts 
of the other Chicago bankers. 
At a mo­ 
ment more critical than at any period 
since the memorable black Friday and 
the panic of 1895, they came to the re­ 
lief of Mr. Walsh’s concerns. 
They not 
only saved millions of dollars for Chi­ 
cago depositors, but they prevented a 
very earthquake, which, it is declared, 
inevitably would 
have 
followed hail 
Walsh’s banks gone straight to the wqll. 
Great crowds of depositors besieged 
the Chicago National and Home S a v in g s 
banks Tuesday. Outside the building in 
Monroe street, housing the 
two 
in­ 
stitutions, gathered anxious persons, the 
number reaching 1,000 at 9:30 and grow­ 
ing steadily after that hour. 
Two long 
lines of persona with bank books formed 
on either side of the entrance of tlje big 
granite building where national and State 
officials were forcing liquidation of John 
IL Walsh’s financial enterprises. 
Many 
of those assembled were women, who 
had come to withdraw the family funds 
while their husbands 
were 
unable to 
leave their work or were out of the city. 


FROM N EW SBO Y TO A M AGNATE. 


John R. W alsh Started L ife 
as 
a 
Poor Lad SB Y ear* Ago. 
John IL Walsh is 68 years old. and 
has lived in C h icag o fifty-eight years, 
during which time he has clfmbed from 
the rank of humble newsboy to that of 
bauk and railway magnate whose for­ 
tune has been quoted as high as $40,- 
000.000. 
Mr. Walsh was born in Ire­ 
land Aug. 22, 1837. 
When IO years 
old his parents emigrated to America 
and settled in Chicago in the latter part 
of 1847. 
The boy had to work for his living 
from the start and became an employe 
of J. McNally, newsdealer. As Chicago 
grew' the business of newsboy became 
more profitable and young Walsh proved

The Panama canal will have competi­ 
tion in the world of to-morrow. 
An­ 
other route will make an effort t>> secure 
the immense tonnage passing between 
the Atlantic and Pacific. 
The Mexican 
government with the characteristic fore­ 
sight shown by President Diaz, has for 
a number of years been quietly prepar­ 
ing to meet this problem in an effort to 
furnish a short and economical route be­ 
tween the two oceans. 
The isthmus of Tehuantepec is the 
route selected by this government. Here 
the distance from ocean to ocean is only 
125 miles in a bee line. 
The land is 
comparatively level and the rise on the 
Atlantic side is very gradual, culminat­ 
ing in the Chivela pass at a height of 
730 feet. 
From here to the Pacific the 
descent is more abrupt. 
Although situ­ 
ated in the tropics, the tropic heat is 
mitigated a great deal by the strong 
winds which blow constantly from ocean 
to ocean. 
This route will greatly facilitate the 
commerce between the two long coast 
lilies of the republic. 
But this great 
undertaking was not begun f:>r the na- 
tiotnil trade alone. 
It is intended to 
compete for all that traffic which has 
heretofore gone around (’ape Horn or 
across the Panama railroad. 
The Te­ 
huantepec route is 1.2lX) miles shorter be­ 
tween New York and 
San Francisco 
than the Panama route. 
The average 
freight steamer would require from four 
to five days to cover this distance. The 
managers of the Tehuantepec National 
railroad propose to unload a cargo, carry 
it across the isthmus and reload In two 
days. 
It will probably require one day 
for ar vessel to pass through the Pan­ 
ama canal. 
This would make a saving 
of from three to four days for the Te­ 
huantepec route. The extra cost of load­ 
ing and unloading won Kl lie made up by 
the saving of canal dues and expenses 
of the ship for that period. 
This route 
has been lost sight of in the enthusiasm 
over the Panama canal. 


Business conditions have 
been favorable, and less 
than the usual slowing up 
at the year end appears in the leading 
industries. 
New commitments do not 
equal recent high records, but there is 
a satisfactory volume of forward book­ 
ings and no diminution in current pro­ 
duction and distribution. 
Mill, fur­ 
nace and factory outputs exhibit in­ 
creasing activity, due in part to an 
effort to overtake 
old 
orders. 
Re­ 
ceipts ef iron ore have stopped for the 
season, hut stocks obtained for w inter 
consumption make the greatest ton­ 
nage ever stored here. 
*>re consid­ 
eration was given to plans for future 
construction, and those adopted assure 
undertakings of unusual magnitude in 
railway, ship building and factory en­ 
largement, involving enormous outlays 
during next year. 
Other encouraging 
developments appear in building im­ 
provements for m ercantile purposes. 
These factors impart further strength 
to the future course of trade and sup­ 
port the prevailing advanced cost of 
materials. 
IViees this week for raw 
aud finished I yod nots were without no­ 
table change, except another rise in 
copper and 
slight decline in packer 
hides. 
Smaller arrivals of corn affect 
the total movement of grain at this 
port, but other movements of commodi­ 
ties and increasing earnings of west­ 
ern railroads testify to a continuance 
of unprecedented traffic. 
Retail trade has steadily advanced, 
the buying being well distributed, and 
Christmas goods hitherto have not been 
so freely bought, indicating that all 
former re<-ords will lie largely sur­ 
passed. Mercantile defaults are few er 
in number, and collections generally 
make a good exhibit. 
Bank clearings, $221,645,064, exi'eed 
those of the corresponding week in 
UMH by 10.2 per cent.

WEEDS IN AFRICA. 
One of the most frequent causes re­ 
ported of failures in alfalfa this sea­ 
son was the destruction of the plants 
by weeds. 
Many 
persons 
devoted 
much work and expense to getting the 
ground ready and planting the seed to 
see the weeds spring up and choke the 
plants in spite of all that could be 
done. 
This discouraging situation re­ 
quires wisdom and frequently untried 
meflhods to m eet it. 
The commonest 
variety of weeds reported and the 
kind 
that causes 
the 
greatest 
de­ 
struction is the common “ tickle grass” 
variously known 
as 
“ crab” 
grass, 
“snatch” grass, etc. 
This strenuous 
plant has 
destroyed 
thousands 
of 
acres of alfalfa sown last spring, and 
in the middle state* where there has 
been an unusual amount of rain, many 
fields that were a year or more old 
have been seriously damaged. 
Just 
how to prevent this weed from doing 
harm to the alfalfa has been consid­ 
ered by many persons and some rules 
have been submitted which 
it 
is 
claimed will have the desired effect. 
From a very full investigation into 
the subject, conducted mainly by cor­ 
respondence, it must be said taat no 
infallible method of destroying the 
weed while at the same time the al- 
falfa is saved, has been discovered. 
One suggestion coming from a high 
authority is to sm other the weeds by 
laying planks over the tract. 
This 
w a y ’ will need only to be mentioned 
to receive the ridicule and condemna­ 
tion of a practical farmer. 
Another 
suggestion is to p fu ll the weeds by 
hand, leaving th e - falfa. 
This is not 
practicable, and i i fact, no way is 
known of getting rid of the weeds 
without destroying the alfalfa along 
with them. 
“* Many’ farm ers plowed up their al­ 
falfa tracts this fall and reseeded in 
the hope of securing a stand and har­ 
vest crop next year. 
This is undoubt­ 
edly the most sensible way to treat 
alfalfa fields overrun with tickle grass 
it ie expensive and disheartening but 
no other way is sure to bring about 
the desired result. 
And even this me­ 
thod must be followed with discretion 
and judgment, for if the weeds are 
turned under after the seed have par­ 
tially ripened they are sure to pro­ 
duce a great crop which will be as 
bari as the first. 
An excellent plan 
is to mow the weeds, let them dry and 
then rake them up and burn before 
plowing the ground. 
A lfalfa for en­ 
silage, is being tried this fall in many 
sections, and while some growers have 
demonstrated its value for this pur­ 
pose it has not been tried generally 
enough to establish its claim to pref­ 
erence for the silo. 
As a m atter of 
fact alfalfa dry is so much liked bv 
all kinds of live stock that it is not a 
question of importance 
whether or 
not its adaptability for the silo is es­ 
tablished. 
As a food product alfalfa 
has won its way into the hearts and 
estimation of the American farm ers 
and its position is secure. 
It is al­ 
ready occupying a prominent place iu 
the calculations of farm ers and when 
its truly wonderful qualities are more 
generally .understood it is sure to ad­ 
vance to the first place of all forage 
and hay crops in the country*

CARE OF STALLIO N S. 
As every reader knows there is a 
great deal of difference in the sure­ 
ness of stallions as foal getters. The 
importance of this property in a valu­ 
able stallion can not be easily over­ 
estimated. 
The degree to which it 
will be possessed by nim will depend 
largely on the way he is handled. 
As * a rule, 
the 
stallions 
which 
prove most sure as foal getters are 
those, which have been fed and exer­ 
cised 
with 
intelligence. 
This does 
npt mean that all classes of stallions 
w ill be fed and exercised in the same 
way. The treatm ent in these respects 
that 
would 
be proper for a heavy 
Belgian or a Shire should 
not 
nec­ 
essarily. 
be 
proper for a Standard 
bred horse or a Coacher. 
For instance, it m ight be advan­ 
tageou s'to let the heavy horses take 
all t the .exercise that they require in 
a roomy paddock from day to day, 
where the light horses in such in­ 
stances might be inclined to take too 
much exercise if allowed to take it 
•that way. 
In 
some instances 
the 
draft stallions are so sluggish that it 
is necessary to set them to work mod­ 
erately in order to keep them in the 
best condition for fulfilling the mis­ 
sion required of them. 
W ith reference to food no set rule 
can be laid down. 
The hay and oth­ 
er products 
should, of 
course, be 
good in quality. Oats, bran and a cer­ 
tain proportion of barley make a good 
grain ration 
with now and then a 
handful of oil meal. 
The digestion 
of the 
animal 
should 
be closely 
watched as nothing will unfit a stal­ 
lion more quickly for his work than 
disarrangem ent of the digestive or­

‘T H E SIMPLE LIF E .’ 


Is It R e a l l y W o r t h W h i l e to L i v e 
a n d A c h i e v e N o t h i n g ? 
It is a question, after all, as to 
whether tile greater conveniences of 
the life of to day are not far more in 
the line of necessities than of luxuries; 
whether the pressing modern life is not 
so great as to absolutely demand 
a 
range of special appliances for its gen­ 
eral conduct, observes a writer in the 
New 
Orleans Tlmes-Democrat. 
For 
Bstanee, the latter-day under graduate 
{^•college usually has his suite of 
stiic^, bedroom and bath, lf not more; 
electric lighted, cmrth radiator heat, 
telephones and every modern conven­ 
iences—a striking contrast to the one 
room, often without heat, save by the 
primitive stove, the light furnished only 
by a lamp, and without running water, 
which, in former generations furnished 
the equipment of living. 
But what 
would have been luxury a century ago 
is a necessity of to-day. The intensity 
of latter-day life demands every possi­ 
ble time-saving convenience. 
It Is as 
necessary as it is to have railroads to 
cross the continent in five days, in­ 
stead of traveling in camp wagons for 
six months. The charge that life is sor­ 
did and “material” simply because It 
is invested with conveniences and ap­ 
pliances and labor-saving and time-sav­ 
ing devices, is, perhaps, a very unjust 
one. 
There has been a great deal of 
talk about the “simple” life— not as 
the source of simplicity and earnest­ 
ness and truth—not in the sense of the 
simple and straightforward life, men­ 
tally and morally, but in the sense of 
limitations and privations, so far as 
we could discover; Its most vociferous 
advocates, indeed, being those who 
least illustrated the alleged virtue for 
which they clamored. 
The 
Chinese 
have a proverb that it is not worth 
while to cut off one’s feet to save buy­ 
ing shoes, and the “simple" life, as 
advocated by those (who on no ac­ 
count would practice it), was limited 
to the cutting off the feet, so to spt»ak, 
in order to save buying the shoes. 
As 
a matter of fact, it is better to buy 
tile shoes and then—achieve something 
by means of having them. 
Instead of 
taking the negative side of virtues, 
why not choose the positive side, and 
proceed to accomplish something? 


A W o n d r r f n l Structure. 
One of the longest bridges in the 
world has been completed across one 
of the largest falls in the world, the 
Victoria 
falls. 
Central Africa, 
the 
width, height and volume of flowing 
water of which far outrivals the falls 
of Niagara. 
The bridge is properly 
over the Zambesi river, just below the 
falls, and offers a magnificent view of 
them. It is one of the connecting links 
In th * Cape-to-Cairo Railroad, and is 
the most difficult piece of engineering 
executed in the entire enterprise. 
It is one of the longest steel arch 
bridges in the world, and has a clear 
span of 500 feet and crosses the gorge 
of the Zambesi at a height of 420 feet 
above the water. It is parabolic, two 
hinged, steel arch. composed of two 
ribs spaced 27 feet 0 inches apart at 
the crown. 
The arch was built out 
from both ends, and as no staging or 
false work could he built up to the re­ 
quired height it was necessary to design 
the arch to withstand the strain of 
erection by anchoring the top chord. 
The method of anchoring 
was 
by 
boring two holes in the solid rock .lo 
feet deep and 30 feet apart, and con­ 
necting them by a tunnel at the bot­ 
tom. 
The anchor cables were 
at­ 
tached to the top chord and then car­ 
ried back ami down one pit to the 
top. thus securing them to a mass of 
rock 30 feet deep by 30 feet wide.

W A L K IN G COMING IN VOGUE.

Americans are just beginning 
to 
learn, what the English people have 
known for a century, that the most 
independent 
and 
interesting 
outing 
consists of a walking trip. 
Our hur­ 
ried, restless national spirit puts us 
out of sympathy with so slow a meth­ 
od of seeing the world. 
The latest ex­ 
press train Is popular, not because It 
goes through interesting country, hut 
because it arrives at the destination 
a few minutes or hours ahead of its 
rival. 
Short cuts are our national am­ 
bition. 
The quickest method of arriv­ 
ing at a result is the method which in­ 
stantly appeals to our temperament. 
But we are wrong. 
And it does not 
require a Ruskin to convince us of our 
error. 
Ruskin said the joy of travel is in 
inverse ratio to its speed, and experi­ 
enced railroad travelers are in sym ­ 
pathy with his dictum. 
The railroad 
has the bad habit of sneaking into a 
town or city by the most uninterest­ 
ing route. 
Back alleyways, tunnels 
and factories are the usual vista seen 
from a railroad train as it enters some 
historic capital. 
The traveler who ob­ 
tains his knowledge of the country 
from the railroad train would know 
but little of its genuine attractions. 
As Hawthorne said, he would see only 
the reverse of the tapestry. 
In preparation for a walking trip 
maps and descriptive 
guide 
books 
should be consulted, so that the walk­ 
er may know something of the country 
through whicli he is traveling. 
The 
United 
States 
geographical survey, 
Washington, issues the most compre­ 
hensive and valuable maps to be had 
by the outdoor enthusiast. They show 
every elevation, roads, towns, cabins, 
and even foot trails, and art* sold at 
the nominal price of 5 cents a sheet, 
which sheet generally covers a I wilt ten 
square miles. The various trolley com­ 
panies usually furnish very' readable 
guide books of the country through 
which they go. 
In the matter of com­ 
pany. choices are difficult. 
’Che small­ 
er the party the more satisfactory the 
outing. 
Not even living with folks 
will be as severe a test of their com­ 
panionship as making a walking trip 
with them. 
Personal differences of opinion and 
eccentricities of temper come to the 
surface 
with 
surprising 
frequency 
when one is traveling about. 
I have 
known so small a thing as the loss of 
a toothbrush to nearly disrupt a friend­ 
ly group at the end of a thirty-mile 
tramp over the Catskills. 
Moreover, 
accommodations 
at 
wayside 
farm­ 
houses are difficult to secure on short 
notice for a party of any considerable 
size. 
Four makes an ideal number, 
and if a larger group Is interested, di­ 
vide it into tw’o parties, arranging the 
route so that m eetings may be had at 
various interesting places along 
the 
way. 
This 
affords opportunity for 
comparison and variety. 
No walking 
trip should be begun by one who is 
without some slight training for the 
trip. 
This training does not need to 
be severe, but It should be regular.— 
Brooklyn Eagle.
